T  A  ^HILE  the  Klondyke  is  in  Canada  the  fact  must  not  be  over- 
'  looked   that  more  than  the  equal  of  the  Klondyke  is  in 

British  Columbia,  and  in  that  section  that  is  easy  of  access,  viz: 
East  and  West  Kootenay,  whose  famous  mines  are  daily  proving  by 
the  largely  increasing  ore  shippments  ample  evidence  of  the  untold 
riches  of  that  vast  region,     (see  index  end  of  book) 

To  develope  the  Kootenay  Country  railways  and  cheap  means 
of  transportation  are  needed,  and  for  the  Coast  to  receive  the  just 
l)enefit  that  is  sure  to  come  Westward  from  that  vast  interior  mining 
region,  a  direct  line  of  railway  is  most  urgently  required  to  be  con- 
structed from  the  Coast  to  the  Kootenay  Country.  This  important 
question  it  is  hojjed  will  receive  tlie  careful  attention  of  both  the 
Dominion  and  the  Provincial  Government  at  an  early  date.  In  the 
matter  of  the  Klondyke  it  looks  as  if  it  were  an  other  feature  in  the 
fact  that  the  grass  grows  green  at  a  distance  and  that  the  great  at- 
tention that  is  now  being  drawn  to  the  Klondyke  section  to  the 
possible  overlooking  of  the  vast  Kootenay  Country  may  be  only 
an  illustration  of  that  old  saying  ( "the  grass  grows  green")  etc.,  and 
that  British  Columbians  should  devote  all  their  energy  to  develope  that 
which  we  now  have  well  within  our  grasp  and  not  rest  until  every 
facility  for  transporting  the  vast  ore  yield  of  Kootenay  is  an  accom- 
plished fact.

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of  May.  Here  Mr.  McConnell  stayed 
behind,  for  tlie  purpose  of  f[ctting  In- 
dians and  canoes  to  enable  htm  to  maice 
a  micrometer  survey  of  the  Sticktne 
from  the  end  of  the  line  measured  bv 
Mr.  J.  Hunter  in  1877,  to  Telegraph 
Creek,  while  I  proceeded  up  the  river 
by  the  first  steamer  of  the  season  to 
TeieKraph  Creek,  the  head  of  naviga- 
tion, trom  this  place  goods  are  car- 
ried by  pack  animals  to  Dease  Lake, 
the  centre  of  the  Cassiar  Mining  Dis- 
trict, and  here  again  a  delay  o>  several 
days  occurred,  as  the  animals  had  not 
been  brought  in  from  their  range  or 
shod  for  the  season's  work  at  the  date 
of  our  arrival.  Finally  ,on  June  5th, 
we  reached  the  head  of  Dease  Lake, 
and  found  the  greater  part  of  the  lake 
still  covered  with  ice.  It  was  not  till 
the  Qth  that  we  were  able  to  reach  the 
point  on  the  shore  near  Laketon,  at 
which  two  men,  previously  sent  on  in 
advance  with  an  Indian  packer,  were 
sawing  lumber  for  boats.  Seven  dnvs 
were  here  busily  employed  in  this  .work 
and  in  constructing  three  boats  for  the 
purposes  of  the  expedition.  On  the 
evening  of  the  i6th,  a  stronfr  wind  hav- 
ing broken  up  the  remaining  barrier 
of  ice,  we  reached  Laketon  with  our 
boats,  Mr.  McConnell,  with  a  crew  of 
five  Coast  Indians  intended  for  my 
work  on  the  Upper  Laird,  having  mean- 
while joined  us.  On  the  18th,  having 
completed  our  supplies  and  outfit  at 
Laketon,  we  left  that  place,  and  on  the 
23rd  reached  the  "Lower  Post,"  at  the 
confluence  of  the  Dease  and  Laird  Riv- 
ers. Here  Mr.  McConnell,  .vit'.i  one 
boat  and  two  men,  separated  from  11  s 
for  the  purpose  of  surveying  and  geo- 
logically examining  the  Lower  1       •' 

On  leaving  the  confluence  of  the 
Dease  and  Laird,  my  own  party  in- 
cluded, besides  myself,  Mr.  McEvoy, 
Messrs.  L.  Lewis  and  D.  Johnson,  en- 
gaged at  Victoria,  two  Tshimsian  and 
three  Stikine  (Thlinkit)  Indians,  all 
good  boatmen.  Two  local  Indians  hired 
as  sruides^  and  to  help  in  portaging,  de- 
serted a  day  or  two  after  engagmg,  and 
from  the  "Lower  Post"  to  near  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Pelly  and  Lewes,  for  an 
inter%'al  of  more  than  six  weeks,  we 
met  neither  whites  nor  Indians. 

The  ascent  of  the  Liard  and  Frances 
l^ers  to  Frances  Lake  proved  unex- 
^dly  difficu^^^yi^^^^the  riv- 
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having    to    be     passed 
,ake  was  reached  on 


bad  canyons 
through.  Frances  La 
the  8tn  of  July,  and  after  spending  a 
few  days  in  examining  and  maping  the 
lake,  making  the  observations  neces- 
sarv  to  fix  its  position,  and  in  the  en- 
deavour to  find  some  Indian  trail  by 
whicii  we  might  travel  across  to  the 
Pellv,  we  began  the  work  of  portaging 
on  the  17th. 

As  we  had  been  unable  to  discover 
any  route  now  in  use  by  the  Indians, 
and  no  trace  whatever  remained  of  the 
trail  employed  by  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  in  former  years;  and,  fur- 
ther, as  no  local  Indians  could  be  found 
to  act  as  e;uides  or  to  assist  in  carrying 
our  stuff.  It  was  evident  that  the  cross- 
ing of  this  portage  (which  had  been 
estimated  by  Mr.  Campbell  at  about 
70  miles  in  length)  would  be  a  diflicult 
matter,  and  that  we  might  indeed  find 
it  impossible  to  carry  over  a  sufficient 
supply  of  provisions  for  work  on  the 
Pelly.     We    therefore 


strong    log    cache    on    the 
Lake,     and     left 


constructed  a 
shore  of 
Frances  Lake.,  and  left  there,  to 
be  taken  to  Dease  Lake  by  the  In- 
dians when  they  returned,  evervthing 
we  could  possibly  dispense  with.  Had 
we  been  unable  to  effect  the  portage, 
there  was  in  our  cache  a  sufficient  sup- 
ply of  provisions  to  enable  the  whole 
party  to  return  to  the  "Lower  Post." 
After  a  vary  toilsome  jouyey  we  were, 
however,  so  fortunate  as  to  reach  the 
bank  of  the  Upper  Pelly  on  the  29th  of 
July,  with  still  nearly  a  month's  pro- 
visions for  four  persons,  our  instru- 
ments and  a  small  camping  outfit,  a 
canvas  cover  from  which  a  canoe  might 
be  constructed,  and  the  tools  and  nails 
for  building  a  wooden  boat,  should  that 
prove  to  be  necessary.  Our  Indians,  who 
nad  for  a  long  time  been  very  uneasy 
because  of  their  distance  from  the  coast 
and  the  unknown  character  of  the  coun- 
try into  which  they  had  been  taken, 
were  here  paid  off,  and  to  their  Teat 
delight  allowed  to  turn  back. 

The  main  geographical  results  of  the 
Yukon  expedition,  in  so  far  as  those 
are  covered  by  the  present  report,  are 
best  shown  by  the  accompanying  maps, 
which  may  be  compared  with  previous 
maps  of  the  same  region.  Mr.  Ogilvie's 
instrumentally  measured  line  from  the 
head  of  Lynn  Canal  to  the  intersection 
of  the  Yukon  or  Pelly  bjr  the  141st  me- 
"■"""■'■■^"■jrm  a  sufficiently  accurate 
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base  for  further  surveys.  In  addition 
to  this  we  now  have  an  instrumental 
survey  of  the  Stikine  from  its  mouth 
to  the  head  of  navigation  (Telegraph 
Creek),  which  is  connected  with  Dease 
Lake  by  a  carefully  paced  traverse. 
This  is  continued  by  a  detailed  running 
or  track  survey  following  the  lines  of 
the  Dease,  Upper  Liard  and  Pelly  Riv- 
ers, and  connecting  with  Mr.  Ogilvie's 
line  at  the  mouth  of  the  Levys,  the 
total  distance  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Stikine  to  this  point  by  the  route  trav- 
elled being  about  944  miles.  Adding 
to  this  the  distance  from  the  mouth  ot 
the  Lewis  back  to  the  coast  at  the  head 
of  Lynn  Canal  (377  miles),  the  entire 
distance  travelled  by  us  during  thw-  ex- 
ploration amounts  to  1,322  miles.  This, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  coast  l*ne 
between  the  Stikine  and  Lynn  Canal, 
circumscribes  an  area  of  about  63,200 
square  miles,  the  interior  of  which  is 
still,  but  for  the  accounts  of  a  few  pros- 
pectors and  reports  of  L»dians,  a  terra 
mcognita.  The  same  description,  with 
little  qualification,  applies  to  the  whole 
surrounding  region  outside  the  sur- 
veyed circuit,  but  much  general  infor- 
mation concerning  the  cour.'ry  has  been 
obtained,  which  will  facilitate  further 
explorations. 

The  region  traversed  by  the  routes 
just  mentioned,  including  the  extreme 
northern  pan  of  British  Columbia  and 
the  southern  part  of  the  Yukon  District 
(as  previously  defined),  is  drained  by 
three  great  river  systems,  its  waters 
reaching  the  Pacific  by  the  Stikine,  the 
Mackenzie  (and  eventually  the  Arctic 
Ocean),  by  the  Liard,  and  Behring  Sea, 
bv  the  Yukon.  The  south-eastern  part 
of  the  region  is  divided  between  the 
two  first  named  rivers,  whose  tributary 
strer'.ms  interlock,  the  Stickine  making 
its  way  completely  through  the  C9ast 
Ranges  in  a  souh-westerly  direction, 
while  the  Liard,  on  a  north-easterly 
bearing,  cuts  across  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains to  the  Mackenzie  Valley.  The 
watershed  separating  these  rivers  nea«" 
Uease  Lake  has  a  height  of  2,730  feet, 
and  both  streams  may  be  generally 
characterized  as  very  rapid. 

To  the  north-westward,  branches  of 
the  Stikine  and  Liard  again  interlock 
with  the  head- waters  of  several  tribu- 
taries of  the  Yukon,  which  here  unwater 
the  entire  great  area  end 
side  by  the  Coast  Ranses, 


by  the  Rocky  Mountains,  As  the  gen- 
eral direction  of  this  line  of  watershed 
is  transverse  to  that  of  the  main  oro- 
graphic ridges  of  the  country,  it  will 
probably  be  found,  when  traced  in  de- 
tail, to  be  very  sinuous.  The  actual 
watershed,  between  the  Liard  and  Pelly, 
but  on  our  line  of  route,  was  found  to 
have  an  elevation  of  3,150  feet,  but  it 
is,  no  doubt,  much  lower  in  the  cen- 
tral portion  of  the  region  between  the 
Rocky  Mountains  and  Coast  Ranges. 

To  the  north  of  the  Stikine,  at  least 
one  other  river,  the  Taku,  cuts  like  it 
completely  across  the  Coast  Ranges. 
but  Its  basin  is  comparatively  restricted 
and  littlo  is  yet  known  of  it. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  while  the  sev- 
eral branches  of  the  Yukon  conform 
in  a  general  way  to  the  main  orographic 
axes,  the  Stikine  and  Liard  appear  to 
be  to  a  large  degree  independent  of 
these,  and  to  flow  counter  to  the  direc- 
tion of  three  mountain  ranges. 

The  region  as  a  whole,  being  a  por- 
tion of  the  Cordillera  belt  of  the  west 
coast,  is  naturally  mountainous  in  gen- 
eral character,  but  it  comprises  as  well 
imporant  areas  of  merely  hilly  or  gently 
rolling  country,  besides  many  wide, 
flat-bottomed  river  valleys.  It  is,  more- 
over, more  mountainous  and  higher  in 
its  south-eastern  part — that  drained  bv 
the  Stikine  and  Liard — and  subsides 
gradually,  and  apparently  uniformly,  to 
the  north-westward;  the  mountains  at 
the  sume  time  becoming  more  isolated 
and  being  separated  by  broader  tracts 
of  low  land.  The  general  base  level, 
or  height  of  the  main  valleys,  within 
the  Coast  Ranges,  thus  declines  from 
about  2,500  feet  to  nearly  1,500  feet  at 
the  confluence  of  the  Lewes  and  Pelly 
Rivers,  and  the  average  base  level  of 
the  entire  region  may  be  stated  as  being 
a  little  over  2,000  feet. 

Disregarding  minor  irregularities,  it 
is  foimcl  that  the  trend  of  the  main 
mountain  ridges  and  ranges  shows 
throughout  the  entire  region  here  de- 
scribed a  general  parallelism  to  the 
outline  of  the  coast.  In  the  south-east- 
ern and  more  rugged  tract,  the  bearing 
of  such  ranges  as  are  well  defined  is 
north-west  by  south-east,  while  beyond 
a  line  which  may  be  drawn  between  the 
head  of  Lynn  Canal  and  Frances  Lak 
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PRBFACE. 


The  Williams'  British  Columbia  Of- 
ficial Directory  has  been  for  so  many 
years  an  important  factor  in  Provincial 
commercial  circles  that  an  introduction 
at  this  date  is  almost  superfluous.

kon, in  the  North-West  Territory  of 
Canada,  to  golden  Kootenay  on  the 
south  and  east,  and"  traversing  Vancou- 
ver Island  from  north  to  south,  is  one 
vast  mineralized  bed  of  gold-bearing 
rocks  and  alluvial  deposits.  The  pre  ,in 
many  sections  on  the  .surface  is  knoVtrtt 
as  low  grade,  of  such  are  some  of  the 
most  celebrated  mines  in  the  world,  but 
with  modem  improved  appliances  thou- 
sands of  claims  will  become  profitable 
gold  producers,  as  proven  by  a  number 
that  are  now  paying  their  fortunate 
owners  most  handsomely.  To  bring 
great  numbers  of  most  promising  pros- 
pects that  have  been  discovered  up  to 
the  standard  of  paying  mines  both  capi- 
tal and  labor  are  required,  and  as  both 
are  now  being  attracted  to  this  country 
of  wonderful  resources,  British  Colum- 
bia will  prove  herself  to  be  the  banner 
Province  of  the  Dominion.

British  Columbia  has  an  erea  of  390,- 
344  square  miles,  and  a  population,  ac- 
cording to  the  last  official  census,  of 
98,17-?.  made  up  of  54,061  whites,  while 
the  white  population  since  i832  has 
more  tlian  doubled— 35,202  Indians  and 
8,910  Chinese.  The  Province  is  a  great 
quadrangle  of  terutory,  700  m'les  long 
by  400  wide,  lying  north  of  Lat  49  deg., 
and  west  of  the  central  cere  o"  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  ext'nding  alon?  the 
Pacific  coast  as  far  as  Lat.  55  deg.,  and 
including  a  large  number  of  adjacent 
islands.  Striking  inland  to  Lat.  60  deg., 
it  is  shut  off  from  the  seaboard  by  a 
narrow  strip  of  Alaskan  territory,  and 
is  bounded  on  the  east  by  Lat.  Tao  deg. 
The  tq^eat  mountain  ranges  of  the  Prov- 
ince— the  Rockies  and  Selkirks  on  the 
east  and  the  Coast  ^nd  Island  Ranges 
on  the  west — exercise  a  very  important 
influence  upon  the  country,  climatically 
as  well  as  commefc'al'y-  There  is  no 
mountain  scenery  in  the  world  to  com- 
pare with  that  of  British  Columbia,  ,ior 
are  better  facilities  anywhere  afforded 
of  enjoying  it. 


Mineral  and  Other   Resources  of 
British  Columbia. 


In  the  depths  of  these  magnificent 
ranges  are  vast  stores  of  mneral  wealth. 
The  gold  mines  of  the  Fraser,  Omenica, 
Cassiar  and  Cariboo  Districts,  the  gold, 


silver  and  copper  mines  of  East  and 
West  Kootenay,  the  vast  territory  of 
the  Yukon  Basin  to  the  north,  the 
great  coal  deposits  found  and  being 
worked,  both  on  the  Mainland  and  Van- 
couver Island,  are  not  only  surges:  ins, 
but  striking  ones,  of  what  I'es  beh'nd, 
and  are  bound  lo  prove  the  chief  fac- 
tors in  t'e  future  development  of  the 
Provi  '.a.  As  an  example  of  what  cap- 
i'al  can  do  in  developing  the  varied  and 
wonderful  resources  of  this  magnificent 
coun'ry,  the  total  salmon  pack  of  1876 
amounted  to  9,874  cases,  vhile  that  of 
1897  was  over  i,oo3,ooo  cases.  Fifty 
million  dollars  worth  of  gold  was  taken 
in  a  few  years  from  the  rich  Fraser 
and  Cariboo  alluvial  deposits,  while  the 
yield  from  the  quartz  mines  of  the  East 
and  West  Kootenay  are  steadily  increas- 
ing, while  in  other  vast  sections  of  the 
Province  are  found  gold  and  silver  in 
paying  quantises.  For  general  infor- 
mation relating  to  the  unto'd  riches, 
that  only  require  the  hand, of  industry, 
aided  by  capital,  to  develcp  innumerable 
industries  that  will  become  profitable 
from  the  start,  the  reader  is  referred  to 
the  various  Government  reports,  and 
the  reports  of  th'  Bri'ish  Co'umbia 
Board  of  Trade,  as  it  is  rather  beyond 
the  limits  of  this  work  to  go  fully  into 
this  question.

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THE    YUKON-THE 
KLONDYKE. 


The  following  information  is  taken 
from  Pro.essor  Dawson's  Report*  on 
the  exploration  of  the  Yukon  Dis- 
trict. North-West  Territory  of  Canada 
(comprising  the  Klondyke  and  other 
sections  of  that  vast  territory).  Al- 
though not  a  pr  1 1  of  British  Columbia, 
but  lying  immediately  to  and  adjoning 
the  Province  on  the  north,  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  every  possible 
information  should  be  given  to  the  pub- 
lic about  this  vast  and  almost  r.nknown 
region. 

This  tract  is  bounded  to  the  south 
by  the  northern  line  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia  (Lat.  60°).  to  the 
west  by  the  eastern  line  of  the  United 
States'  Territory  of  Alaska,  to  the  east 
by  the  Rocky  Mountain  Ranges  and 
136th  meridian,  and  to  the  north  by  the 
Arctic  Ocean.  The  region  thus  gener- 
ally defined  is  refer'  ed  to  as  the  Yukon 
district,  this  name  being  rendered  ap- 


propriate from  the  fact  that  the  pfreater 
part  of  its  area  lies  within  the  drainage 
basin  of  the  river  of  that  name. 

The  Yukon  district,  as  above  defined, 
has  a  total  area  of  approximately  192,- 
000  square  miles,  of  which,  according 
to  the  most  recent  information,  150,766 
sqiv'.re  miles  is  included  in  the  water- 
shed of  the  Yukon.  The  superficial  ex- 
tent of  the  district  may  perhaps  best  be 
realized  when  it  is  stated  that  it  is 
nearly  equal  to  that  of  France,  greater 
than  the  United  Kingdom  by  7i,iOO 
square  miles,  ten  times  the  area  of  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  or  nearly 
three  times  that  of  the  New  England 
States.  It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that 
the  present  report  must  be  considered 
merely  as  a  first  contribution  to  our 
knowledge  of  this  wide  country. 

We  left  Ottawa  on  the  22nd  of  April, 
1887.  travelling  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  to  Victoria,  but  in  consequence 
of  irregularity  in  the  sailing  dates  of 
the  Alaskan  mail  steamers,  were  unable 
to  reach  Wrangell,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Stikine  River,  where  our  work  mav 
have  said  to  have  begun,  till  the  i8tn 


*Report  on  an  exploration  in  the  Yukon  District,  Northwest  Territory  of  Canada,  and  adjacent 
northern  portions  of  British  Columbia,  by  Geo.  M.  Dawson,  D.S.,  F  G.S.,  1887. 
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The  Coast  Ranges,  with  an  aggregate 
average  width  of  about  eighty  miles, 
the  wmole  of  which  is  closely  set  with 
high,  rounded  or  rugged  mountains, 
constitute  the  most  important  oro- 
graphic uplift  in  the  entire  region,  &nd 
here  reproduces  geographically  and 
geologically  the  features  characteristic 
of  it  m  the  more  southern  portion  of 
British  Columbia  Beyoud  the  vicinity 
of  Lynn  Canal,  this  mountain  axis  runs 
behind  ^he  St.  E^'as  Alps,  ceasing  to 
be  the  continental  border,  and  may  be 
said  to  be  entirely  unknown,  as  any 
indications  of  mountains  which  have 
appeared  on -this  .art  of  the  map  are 
purely  conjectural.  Notwithstanding 
the  great  width  of  the  Coast  Rancr;s, 
it  is  not  known  that  any  ot  their  con- 
stituent mountains  attain  very  notable 
altitudes,  but  it  is  probable  that  a  oreat 
rumber  of  the  peaks  exceed  a  height 
of  8,000  feet.  These  ranges  are  rcm- 
I  posed  of  very  numerous  mountain 
ridges,  which  are  not  always  uniforn 
in  direction,  and,  so  far  as  has  been 
observed.  ther»  is  no  single  culminat- 
infi:  or  dominant  range  which  can  be 
traced  for  any  considerable  distance. 

The  mountain  axis  :;ext  'n  importance 
to  that  of  the  Coast  Ranges  is  that 
which  forms  the  water-parting  between 
the  Upper  Lia»d  and  Yukon,  on  one 
side,  and  the  ^^eders  of  the  main  Mac- 
kenzie River  on  the  other.  This  repre- 
sents the  north-western  continuation  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains  proper.  Its  east- 
ern ridges  were  touched  on  during  the 
present  exploration  in  the  vicinity  of 
Frances  Lake  and  the  head  waters  of 
the  Pelly  River,  and  are  there  desig- 
nated on  the  map  as  the  Tootsho  Range. 
This  forms,  so  far  as  has  been  ascer- 
tained, the  culminating  range  of  a 
number  of  more  or  less  exactly  parallel 
ridges,  and  summits  in  it  attain  heights 
of  from  7,000  to  9,000  feet.  It  has,  how- 
ever, been  traced  to  a  comparatively 
limited  distance  only,  and  it  appears 
probable  that  a  very  complicated  moun- 
tain system  remains  to  be  workea  out 
in  thir  poition  of  the  region. 

A  third  notable  1  ■•ountain  axis,  which 
have  designated  on  the  map  as  the 
JUCassiar  Range,  is  cut  through  by  the 
•5"    •«  Dease  River  in  its  upper  course,  and 
further  to  the  north-westward  appears 
to  form  the  line  of  water-parting  be- 
tween the  tributaries  of  the  Upper  Liard 


and  those  of  the  branches  of  the  Yu- 
kon. Peaks  near  che  Dease,  in  this 
range,  exceed  7,000  feet,  but  it  is  prob- 
able that  none  much  exceed  8,000  feet, 
and  that  the  range  in  a  general  wav 
becomes  lower  to  the  north-westward. 
In  the  north-western  and  less  ele- 
vated moiety  of  the  region,  the  moun- 
tain ranges  and  ridges  are  ir  -general 
lower  and  become  discontinu  ; us  and 
irregular,  or  while  retaining  a  general 
parallelism,  assume  an  overlapping  or 
echelon-like  arrangement. 

In  each  of  these  mountain  chains 
above  describ^f^  granitic  rocks  appear  in 
greater  or  less  force,  as  more  fully 
noted  on  succeeding  pages.  In  the  in- 
ter vrening  and  subordinate  mountain 
systems  of  the  south-east,  granitic  axes 
are  not  found  and  do  not  exist  as 
prominent  features. 

Scarcely  anything  is  known  of  the 
character  of  the  country  drained  by  the 
Macmillan,  Stewart  and  White  Rivers, 
but  it  is  probable  that  the  basins  of  the 
two  first  nan?ed  streams  closely  resemble 
that  of  the  Upper  Pelly,  which  is  de- 
scribed in  following  paces.  Miners 
who  have  ascended  the  Stewart  for  a 
hundred  miles  or  more,  report  the  ex- 
istence of  a  continuous  ranfe  o'  moun- 
tains of  considerable  heignt,  which 
runs  parallel  to  the  river  on  the  north, 
from  a  point  about  fifty  miles  from  its 
mouth  onward.  The  absence  of  tribu- 
taries of  any  size  along  the  south-west 
side  of  the  Lewis  below  the  Tahk- 
heena,  with  the  general  appearance  of 
the  country  in  that  direction,  so  far  as  it 
has  been  overlooked,  seems  to  show 
*hat  the  basin  of  the  upper  portion  of 
tne  White  River  must  be  comparatively 
low,  and  situated  as  it  is  within  the  St. 
Elias  Alps,  this  country  must  possess 
most  remarkable  features,  both  geo- 
graphically and  from  a  climatic  point 
of  view,  and  well  deserves  exploration. 
It  would  further  appear  to  be  nearly 
certain  that  the  sources  of  the  Tanana 
River  are  to  be  looked  for  in  this  dis- 
trict, well  to  the  east  of  the  141st  me- 
ridian. 

The  topographical  features  of  the  en- 
tire region  here  described  have  been 
considerably  modified  by  the  events  of 
the  glacial  period,  and  the  changes  jjro- 
duced  at  that  time  have  more  particu- 
larly affected  the  drainage-basins  and 
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the  courses  of  the  various  streams.   The 

valleys  and  lower  tracts  of  country  are 
more  or  less  completely  filled  or  cov- 
ered by  extensive  deposits  of  boulder- 
clay,  gravel,  sand  and  silt  laid  down 
during  that  period.  To  these  deposits 
are  due  the  Hat  floors  of  the  larger  vel- 
leys,  and  also  to  a  great-  <;xtent  the  ap- 
pearance which  the  more  irregular 
mountain  regions  present  of  being 
partly  submerged  in  level  or  rolling 
plains.  Many  changes  in  direction  of 
flow  in  river  valleys  nave  doubtless  also 
been  produced  during  this  period, 
though  most  of  these  yet  remain  to  be 
worked  out.  The  general  result*  has 
been  to  produce  systems  of  "inconse- 
quent" drainage  wherever  the  natural 
slopes  of  the  country  are  easy  and  the 
limiting  ranges  irregular.  Most  of  the 
rivers  at  the  present  day  have  done  little 
more  than  cut  out  new  channels  in  the 
glacial  debris,  touching  only  here  and 
there  upon  the  subjacent  rocky  floor. 

While  the  available  information  as  to 
the  climate  of  the  northern  portion  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon  dis- 
trict is  necessarily  as  yet  very  imperfect, 
its  general  features  are  sufficiently  ob- 
v'ous,  repeating  as  they  do  those  met 
with  in  the  similarly  circumstanced 
region  to  the  south,  with  such  modifi- 
cation as  is  produced  by  their  higher 
latitude.  The  coast  and  coastward 
slopes  of  the  Coast  Ranges  constitute  a 
belt  of  excessive  humidity  and  great  pre- 
cipitation, with  somewhat  equable  tem- 
peratures, while  the  interior  region  to 
the  eastward  of  these  ranges  is  relatively 
dry,  with  a  temperature  of  extremes.* 
Ill  the  interior,  however,  the  climate 
is  largely  influenced  by  the  altitude  of 
each  particular  district,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  the  general  lowering  of  the 
country  beyond  the  6oth  parallel  (con- 
stituting the  north  line  of  Briish  Co- 
lumbia), it  is  certain  that  the  climatic 
conditions  are  there  much  more  fav- 
ourable than  in  the  Cassiar  district. 

The  mean  annual  temperature  of  the 
coast  region  is  considerably  higher 
than  that  of  the  interior:  yet,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  great  depth  of  thS  snow- 
fall and  persistently  clouded  character 
of  the  skies,  the  Coast  Ran  jes  are  found 
to  support  numerous  and  massive  glaci- 


ers, while  these  are  almost  or  attosrether 
absent  in  the  Cassiir  Mountains,  m  the 
mountains  about  Frances  Lake  an  in 
the  other  ranges  seen  by  us  in  the  in- 
terior.  The  heavy  accumulation  of 
snow  upon  the  Coast  Mountains  and  in 
their  valleys  retards  the  progress  of 
spring,  as  is  very  clearly  evidenced  on 
the  Stikine,  and  explained  more  fully 
elsewhere. 

The  depth  of  snow  in  winter  con- 
tinues to  be  inconsiderable  or  moderate, 
at  least  as  far  down  the  Pelly  (Yukon) 
as  the  mouth  of  the  Stewart  River  and 
Forty-Mile  Creek,  while  at  Nulato,  on 
the  lower  river  and  in  a  similar  latitude, 
but  500  miles  further  west,  the  depth  ot 
snow  from  April  to  November  is  said 
to  average  eight  feet,  and  often  to  reach 
twelve  feet.*  Mr.  Dall  also  writes: 
"The  valley  of  the  Lower  Yukon  is 
somewhat  foggy  in  the  latter  part  of 
summer;  but  as  we  ascent  the  river  the 
climate  improves,  and  the  short  season 
at  Fort  Yukon  is  dry,  but  pleasant,  only 
varied  by  an  occasional  snower." 

At  Telegraph  Creek  and  in  its  vicin- 
ity on  the  Stikine,  to  the  east  of  the 
Coast  Range  (lat.  58°),  wheat,  barley 
and  potatoes  are  successfully  grown 
with  the  aid  of  irrigation. 

Taking  into  consideration  all  the  facts 
which  I  have  been  able  to  obtain,  as 
well  as  those  to  be  derived  from  an  ex- 
amination of  the  natural  flora  of  the 
country,  and  the  observed  advance  of 
vegetation,  which,  in  the  absence  of 
actual  experiments,  arc  capable  of  af- 
fording valuable  data,  I  feel  no  hesita- 
tion in  stating  my  belief  that  such  hardy 
crops  as  barley,  rye,  turnips  and  flax  can 
be  successfully  cultivated  in  the  Yukon 
district  as  far  north  as  the  former  po- 
sition of  Fort  Selkirk,  near  the  63rd 
parallel,  or  in  other  words,  about  1,000 
miles  north  of  Victoria. 

The  black  and  grizzly  bears  roam 
over  the  entire  region  and  are  often 
seen  along  the  banks  of  the  rivers  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  summer  when  dead 
or  dying  salmon  are  to  be  obtained  with 
ease.  Wolves  are  not  particularly  abun- 
dant, but  the  cross,  black  and  silver 
fox  are  more  than  usually  common. 

The  smaller  fur-bearing  animals,  be- 
ing similar  to  those  found  generally  in 


'*A  itienn  of  the  total  annual  precipitation   for  Fort  Tougasa,  Wrangell  and  Sitka  gives  a 
general  mean  for  the  coast  of  86.84  inches. 
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the  northern  parts  of  the  continent,  do 
hot  require  separate  enumeration.  The 
entire  Upper  Yukon  basin,  however, 
yields  furs  of  exceptionally  high  grade. 
Some  notes  as  to  the  quantity  ot  furs 
annually  obtained  from  the  region  will 
be  found  in  a  subsequent  paragraph. 

The  Yukon  district  with  the  northern 
part  of  British  Columbia,  measttred 
from  the  vicinity  of  Dease  Lake  to  the 
intersection  of  the  Pelly  (Yukon)  with 
the  141st  meridian  comprises  a  length 
of  over  500  miles  of  the  Cordillera  belt 
of  the  west,  which,  wherever  it  has  been 
examined,  has  been  found  rich  in  min- 
erals and  particularly  in  the  deposits  of 
the  precious  metals.  The  width  of  this 
particular  part  of  the  Cordillera  belt  is 
also  great,  as  it  appears,  so  far  as  our 
explorations  have  gone,  to  extend  from 
the  coast  to  the  eastern  ranges  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Mackenzie  River.  This  porion  of  the 
Cordillera  region,  together  with  that 
of  the  more  southern  part  of  British  1^0- 
lumbia,  gives  an  aggregate  length  of 
between  t,200  and  1,300  miles,  almost 
eguhl  to  the  length  of  the  same  metal- 
liferous belt  contained  by  the  United 
States,  and  in  all  probability  susceptible 
to  an  eventual  mining  development 
equally  great. 

Without  including  the  northern  part 
of  British  Columbia,  respecting  which 
more  has  alreadby  been  made  known, 
but  restricting  ourselves  to  the  great 
area  of  192,000  square  miles  situated  to 
the  north  of  the  60th  parallel  and  west 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  which  I  have 
referred  to  as  the  Yukon  district,  it  may 
be  said  that  the  information  now 
obtained  is  sufficient  to  warrant  a  con- 
fident belief  in  its  great  value.  Very 
much  yet  remains  to  be  learned  respect- 
ing it,  but  it  is  known  to  be  rich  in  furs, 
well  supplied  with  timber,  and  it  is  tra- 
versed by  a  great  len^h  of  navigable 
rivers.  It  is  already  yielding  a  consid- 
erable yearly  product  in  gold,  and  pre- 
sents every  indication  of  a  country  rich 
as  well  in  other  metals,  and  including 
deposits  of  coal.  In  its  southern  portion, 
situated  between  the  60th  and  osth  de- 
grees of  latitude,  is  comprised  an  area 
of  probably  not  less  than  30,000  square 
miles,  suitable  for  eventual  agricultural 
occupation,  and  presenting  none  of  the 
characters  of  a  sub-Arctic  region,  which 


have,  in  advance  of  its  exploration,  been 
attributed  to  it  by  some  writer*.  In 
eath  of  these  particulars  and  in  climate 
It  is  greatly  superior  to  the  correspond- 
ing inland  portion  of  the  territory  of 
Alaska.  It  may,  in  fact  be  affirmed 
with  little  room  for  doubt,  that  the 
region  here  spoken  of  as  the  Yukon 
(ustrict  surpasses  in  material  resource* 
the  whole  remaining  northern  interior 
portion  of  the  continent  between  the 
same  parallels  of  latitude.

This 
is  the  centre  of  the  largest  area  of  ae- 
ricultural  lands  in  the  Yale  District  and 
is  called  the  garden  town  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, from  the  numerous  small  hold- 
ings of  from  eight  to  forty  acres, 
although  there  are  some  holdings  con- 
sisting of  hundreds  of  acres.  Vege- 
tation is  very  luxuriant  and  large  crops 
of  vegetables,  hay,  grain  and  fruits  of 
nearly  every  description  are  success- 
fully grown.  Tobacco  culture  has  been 
carried  on  for  the  nast  three  years  with 
marked  success.  Cattle  and  hog  rais- 
ing are  important  factors  in  the  success 
of  the  community.    The  mining  indus- 
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try,  as  yet  in  its  infancy,  is  bound  to 
become  of  vast  importance  in  the  near 
future.  The  Agricultural  and  Trades 
Association  is  a  valued  institution 
formed  about  four  years  ago,  and  last 
year  gave  an  agricultural  exhibition  at 
which  the  best  display  of  fruit  ever  col- 
lected at  one  place  in  the  Province  was 
exhibited.  Communication  is  had  to 
the  markets  of  the  Province,  and  espe- 
cially with  the  mining  districts,  by  the 
SS.  "Aberdeen"  of  the  C.  P.  R.  service, 
making  daily  trips,  connecting  with 
the  C.  P.  R.  line  at  Okanagan  Land- 
ing and  Penticton,  at  the  foot  of  Okan- 
agan Lake.  A  large  amount  of  prod- 
uce has  been  shipped  within  the  padt 
three  years,  and  the  business  has  hardly 
commenced.  The  Kelowna  Shippers' 
Union  Co.  Ltd.  are  the  principal  hand- 
lers of  produce,  together  with  individ- 
ual shippers,  of  which  there  are  many. 
The  industries  of  the  Valley  are  repre- 
sented by  a  saw  and  planing  mill,  which 
turns  out  all  descriptions  of  work  in 
that  line;  a  grist  mill;  a  pork  packing 
establishment,  carried  on  by  the  Ke- 
lowna Shippers'  Union,  which  has 
turned  out  during  the  past  season  a 
very  superior  article  in  hams,  shoulders, 
spiced  rolls,  etc.  Schools  are  advan- 
tageously situated  to  suit  the  needs  of 
their  respective  districts.  Four  relig- 
ions denominations  are  represented. 
The  sporting  proclivities  of  the  inhabi- 
tants are  much  in  evidence,  there  being 
lacrosse,  cricket,  football,  curling  and 
gun  dubs.  A  brass  band  is  successfully 
maintained.  Fishing  and  shooting  are 
excellent  in  the  neighborhood,  and  al- 
together Kelowna  is  a  pleasant  place  to 
Htc  in.*

There  is  also 
splendid  trout  fishing.  Seven  miles 
from  here  is  Camp  16,  where  the  C.  P. 
R.  have  their  stone  quarry  and  where 
a  large  number  of  men  are  employed.

Al- 
pough  during  the  last  few  vears  but 

ptnparatively  little  gold  has  been  pro- 


duced in  that  portion  of  the  District, 
yet  there  are  great  opportunities  for 
further  development,  botn  in  placer  and 
quartz,  no  attention  having  been  paid 
to  the  quartz  up  to  date.  This  yea- 
some  parties  have  gone  into  that  coun- 
try to  prospect  for  the  latter  with  every 
chance  of  success.  It  is  a  question 
whether  the  granting  with  its  conditions 
of  a  charter  for  the  building  of  the 
Cassiar  Central  Railway  will  facilitate 
that  further  development  wnich  the 
country  warrants;  some  say  yes,  while 
others  express  the  opposite  opinion.  The 
quantity  of  furs  brought  out  by  the  way 
of  Stickeen  continues  year  after  year  to 
be  about  the  same,  which  is  quite  a 
trade  in  itself.  The  Yukon  country, 
lying  to  the  north  of  Cassiar,  which  is 
calling  at  present  the  attention  of  the 
world,  will  in  all  probability  make  the 
Stickeen  River  a  very  important  por- 
tion of  a  route  to  the  rich  mines  of 
the  Yukon  District,  as  the  Teslin  Lake, 
which  is  partly  in  Cassiar.  can  be 
reached  from  the  head  of  navigation  on 
the  Stickeen  River  by  what  can  be 
made  a  good  road,  distance  about  140 
miles.  It  is  believed  that  river  steam- 
ers can  be  run  from  the  head  of  Teslin 
Lake  to  the  mouth  of  the  Yukon  River 
if  necessary,  while  the  distance  from  the 
head  of  the  Lake  to  the  celebrated 
Klondyke  does  not  exceed  475  miles. 
From  Telegraph,  on  the  Stickeen,  good 
grass  is  to  be  found  for  animals  that 
would  be  engaged  in  packin-  goods. 
Sheep,  cattle  and  horses  could  be  easily 
taken  in  by  this  route.

This  town,  the  eastern  part  of  which 
is  called  Cumberland,  is  finely  situated 
on  the  foot  hills  of  the  Buford  Moun- 
tains, about  500  feet  above  the  waters  ot 
the  Georgian  Strait,  and  60  miles 
north  of  Nanaimo.  It  is  connected 
with  Bayne  Sound  by  a  line  of  railway 
13  miles  in  length.  Its  principal  indus- 
try is  coal  mining.  It  turns  out  from 
700  tons  to  1,000  tons  oer  day  of  the 
best  steam  coal.  This  is  transferred 
over  the  railway  to  Union  wharf 
(Bayne  Sound)  to  the  ships,  steamers 
and  tugs,  with  scows  awaiting  to  receive 
it.  The  fine  coal  is  manufactured  here 
into  a  good  article  of  coke,  which  bids 
fair  to  grow  in(o  an  immense  industry 
of  itself.  Extensive  bunkers  are  being 
constructed  at  the  wharf  in  connection 
\v"th  the  coal  industry. 

Union  is  the  market  place  for  the 
Comox  farming  settlement,  and  con- 
tains a  population  of  3,000.  It  has  one 
large  department  store  besides  two  gen 
eral  stores,  four  large  hotels,  two  saw 
mills,  two  merchant  tailoring  estabiisn- 
nients,  various  shops,  such  as  dry  goods 
tin  a.:d  iiardware,  metal  harness,  and 
saddlery,  livery,  jewellery,  stationery 
bakeries,  barber  shops,  photograph 
gallery,  brass  band,  a  graded  school 
four  churches,  and  a  newspaper.
